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Introduction 

; The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated 
completely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities 
are also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had 
reached populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. ‘These places 
can be identified in Table 3 by the absence of 1951 figures. In addition, the 
boundaries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census 
metropolitan areas. These changes from sample to full coverage resulted ina 
revision of the number of units under construction in Canada at the beginning 
of the year to 43,219 from 45,926 as shown in the December, 1951, report. Since 
the distribution among the urban and rural categories has changed,1952 figures 
only, are shown in Table 2. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables 1, 2 and 4. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed,and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
Occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one~family house open on all four sides, 
i4.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two units 
side by side each open on three sides,

(iii) row or terrace - a one=family or two-family house in a row of 
three or more attached houses with common or 
adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a4 
store, etc); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
Structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at y50. or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based an a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is 
not present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. wJhen the 
estimates include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error 
increases as the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore. 
in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished 
dwellings for the whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which 
would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last 
digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the 
tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the 
most part can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all 
types of respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain 
the same enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 

Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas 
which, for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been 
included under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, 
the boundaries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with 
those set up for the 1951 Census, Data for the individual components of these 
areas are given in Table 4, which appears in this report for the first time.

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Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation— 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated 
completely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities 
are also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had 
reached populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. These places 
can be identified in Table 3 by the absence of 1951 figures. In addition, the 
boundaries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census 
metropolitan areas. Since the distribution among the urban and rural categories 
has changed, 1952 figures only are shown in Table é. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables 1, 2 and 4. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, dr a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year—round 
occupancye Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1—family detached — a one—family house open on all four sides, 
ieee, not joined to other buildings; 

(414i) 2family detached — a two—family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two units 
side by side each open on three sides,

(iii) row or terrace — a one—family or two-family house in a row of 
three or more attached houses with common or 
adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat — an apartment or flat is (a).a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.ge, living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other — any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc— 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural preduce valued at $50. or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 

| Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is 
not present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 end over. When the 
estimates include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error 
increases as the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, 
in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished 
dwellings for the whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which 
would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last 
digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the 
tabulations. 


in addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the 
most part can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all 
Sypes of respondent errore a complete count by the same enumerators would contain 
the same enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 

Some cities in Canada have reasonably well—defined suburban areas 
which, for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been 
included under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, 
the boundaries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with 
those set up for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these 
areas are given in Table 4, which appears in this report for the first time.

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Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. Al] Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated 
completely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities 
are also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urben centres which had 
reached populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. These places 
can be identified in Table 3 by the absence of 1951 figures. In addition, the 
boundaries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census 
metropolitan areas. Since the distribution among the urban and rural categories 
has changed, 1952 figures only are shown in Table 2. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables 1, 2 and 4. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 
The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(4) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
4.6., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two units 

9603-502 side by side each open on three sides, 
10-6-52 sometimes known as a semi-detached house, 
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{iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row of 
three or more attached houses with common or 
adjacent walls; . 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

{(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate aet of living quarters having ite own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purposes of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50. or more per year. 


Reliabiiity of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampiing variability. This sampling variability is 
net present in the dsta on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the 
estimates include an element derived from the sample survey, thse sampling error 
increases aS the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, 
in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished 
dwellings for the whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which 
would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
{ngiead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last 
digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the 
tabulaticns, 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the 
host part can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all 
types of respondent error. A complete count by the same snumerators would contain 
the Sane Gnumeretive error. 


Metropolitan areas 7 
Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas 
which, for ths purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been 
included under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, 
the boundaries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with 
those set up for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these 


areas are given in Table 4, which appears in this report for the first time.

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Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation-= 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had 
reached populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census, These places 
can be identified in Table 3 by the absence of 1951 figures. In addition, the 
boundaries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census 
metropolitan areas, Since the distribution among the urban and rural categories 
has changed, 1952 figures only are shown in Table 2. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables 1, 2 and 4, These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 
The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 


construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(1) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 
(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only 
two dwelling units, either one above the 
other open on all four sides, or two units 
side by side each open on three sides, 
sometimes known as a semi-detached house};

(iii) row or terrace - @ -one-family or two-family house in a row of 
three or more attached houses with common or 
adjacent walls; . 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of 
the building, or from a common passage inside, The number of dwelling units in 
a structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to 
accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50. or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based ona sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is 
not present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over, When the 
estimates include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error 
increases as the size of the estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, 
in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates, The estimate of unfinished 
dwellings for the whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which 
would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most 
part can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types 
of respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the 
same enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city, As mentioned in the Introduction, the 
boundaries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those 
set up for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas 
are given in Table 4, which appears in this report for the first time,

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Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation-— 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated con- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had 
reached populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. These places 
can be identified in Table 3 by the absence of 1951 figures. In addition, the 
boundaries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census 
metropolitan areas. Since the distribution among the urban and rural categories 
has changed, 1952 figures only are shown in Table 2. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables 1, 2 and 4. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(41) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four sides, 
or two units side by side each open on 
three sides, sometimes known as a semi- 
9603-502 detached house; 
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(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row of 
three or more attached houses with common or 
adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 
Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 


survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4, which appears in this report for the first time.

Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had 
reached populations of 5,CO00O or more according to the 1951 Census. These places 
can be identified in Table 5 by the absence of 1951 figures. In addition, the 
boundaries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census 
metropolitan areas. Since the distribution among the urban and rural categories 
has changed, 1952 figures only are shown in Table 2. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables 1, 2 and 4. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(41) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four sides, 
or two units side by side each open on 
three sides, sometimes known as a semi- 
9603-502 detached house; 
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(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row of 
three or more attached houses with common or 
adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc-— 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a Sample 
survey, they are subject to Sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the Sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the sane 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4, which appears in this report for the first time.

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Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com-— 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporetion was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. These places can be 
identified in Table 3 by the absence of 1951 figures. In addition, the boundaries 
of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metropolitan 
areas. Since the distribution among the urban and rural categories has changed, 
1952 figures only are shown in Table é. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables 1, 2 and 4. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling wnits than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted: Dwellings which are occupied, even if wnfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family hcuse in a 
row of three or more attached houses 
with common or adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling mit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 
Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 


survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 
Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 


for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of thesemetropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4, which appears in this report for the first time.

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Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Arees and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporetion was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of §,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. These places can be 
identified in Table 3 by the absence of 1951 figures. In addition, the boundaries 
of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metropolitan 
areas. Since the distribution among the urban and rural categories has changed, 
1952 figures only are shown in Table 2. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables 1, 2 and 4. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The cout of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if wfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 

9603-502 known as a semi-detached house; 
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(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a 
row of three or more attached houses 
with common or adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling uits, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of househclds the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 
Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 


survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 
Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 


for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of thesemetropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4, which appears in this report for the first time.

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Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com— 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gege and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. These places can be 
identified in Table 3 by the absence of 1951 figures. In addition, the boundaries 
of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metropolitan 
areas. Since the distribution among the urban and rural categories has changed, 
1952 figures only are shown in Table 2. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables 1, 2 and 4. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling wits than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if wfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
Sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings;

For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 
Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 


survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 
Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 


for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city.

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Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com-— 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gege and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. These places can be 
identified in Table 3 by the absence of 1951 figures. In addition, the boundaries 
of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metropolitan 
areas. Since the distribution among the urban and rural categories has changed, 
1952 figures only are shown in Table 2. 


A colum headed "Adjustments" appears in Tables 1, 2 and 4. These 
adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(1) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
Sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(11) 2-femily detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling mit is defined as a struc-— 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling mits in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to Sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. when the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the bou- 


Analysis 


Completions of dwelling units in Canada during 1952 numbered an 
estimated 76,302 units, of which 73,087 were new dwellings, the remainder having 
been added by conversion of existing structures during the year. In 1951 the 
corresponding figures were 84,810 and 81,310 respectively. Starts numbered 
83,246 an increase of 14,667 over 1951. On December 31, 1952 there were 55,689 
unfinished dwelling units in various stages of construction, At the same date 
in 1951, there were 45,926 units.

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Regionally, starts and completions during 1952 were up over 1951 by 
43 and 20 per cent respectively in Newfoundland. The Maritimes showed an in- 
crease of 27 per cent in starts and a decrease of 9 per cent in completions. 
Quebec and Ontario had increases of 24 and 10 per cent respectively, in starts, 
and decreases of 16 and 13 per cent in completions. 


The Prairie Provinces and British Columbia had increases of 40 and 
25 per cent in starts and increases of 1 and 5 per cent in completions,

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Introduction 
The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 


wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com=- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced, 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under cone 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) lefamily detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings}; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a 
row of three or more attached houses

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpoge of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 
Peliability of the estimat 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error, A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city, As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

Introduction 
The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 


wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Morte 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced, 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under cone 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached = a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e¢., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a 
row of three or more attached houses

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resin 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struce- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year, 


Re bility of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over, When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error, A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error, 4 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4,

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Introductio 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated conm=- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced, 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(4) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings}; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house3 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a 
row of three or more attached houses

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Re bilit the estimat 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 


the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 


the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 


of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4,

Introduction 
The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 


wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com=- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under cone 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached = a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.g., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house}; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a 
row of three or more attached houses 
9603-502 with common or adjacent walls; 
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(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or | 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Re bility of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 
Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 


for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 

in Table 4,

When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error.

Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over, When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error.

Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city.

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely.

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Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


| Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 

_ gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


| Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
| occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
| not counted. Dwellings which sare occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
| completed for the purposes of this survey.

(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached = a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house;

For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the ‘ 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina | 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample | 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not | 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates | 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been : 
obtained from a complete count. | 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but | | 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations.

In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part — 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 


respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerativs error. 


Metropolitan areas 

Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced, 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached = a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(44) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains | 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- | 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the | 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina | 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over, When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration, However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 


respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error, 


Metropolitan areas 

Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 


for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4,

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Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. Im addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a 
row of three or more attached houses 
with common or adjacent walls; 
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(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over, When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 


the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 


whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 


of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. | 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 


of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 

Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4,

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Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a 
row of three or more attached houses 
with common or adjacent walls; 
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(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, | 
living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina : 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over, When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration, However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error, A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan area 

Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas haves been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration, However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4. 


Analysis 


Completions of dwelling units in Canada during 1953, numbered an 
estimated 100,663 units, of which 96,839 were new dwellings, the remainder having 
been added by conversion of existing structures during the year. In 1952, the 
corresponding figures were 76,302 and 73,087 respectively. Starts numbered 
102,409 an increase of 19,163 over 1952. On December 31, 1953, there were 59,923 
unfinished dwelling units in various stages of construction. At the same date 
in 1952, there were 55,689 units. 
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Regionally, starts and completions during 1953 were up over 1952 by 
13 and 31 percent respectively in Newfoundland. The Maritimes showed an in- 
crease of 32 percent in starts and 21 percent in completions. Quebec and 
Ontario showed increases of 15 and 30 percent respectively in starts and increases 
of 33 and 28 percent in completions. 


The Prairie Provinces showed increases in both starts and completions 
of 25 and 56 percent as against increases of 21 and 13 percent in British Columbia.

Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A colum headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings}; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house;

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(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a 
row of three or more attached houses 
with common or adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an partment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.)3 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimat 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error, A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4,

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Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 
The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 


struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined te other 
buildings; 

(14) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house;

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a 
row of three or more attached houses 
with common or adjacent walls; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an partment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.)3 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count, 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error, A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error, 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

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Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. Im addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 
The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 


struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 

sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings 3 

(14) 2=family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house;

(iv) apartment or flat - an partment or flat is (a) a resi- 
dential structure containing three or 
more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living 
quarters in an office building or factory, 
living quarters over a store, etc.) 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one 
of the above classifications. 


For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
inelude an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 


the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 


whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 


rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 


of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonel dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwellings: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings}; 

(41) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house};

For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliabjlity of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error, 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

Introduction 
: The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways.

Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con=- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy.

Reliability of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
inelude an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error, A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
inelude an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 


the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 


whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count.

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Introduction 

. The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration, 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


| A colum headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
| can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 

| made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(4i) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one 
above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house;

For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count, 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration, However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error, A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error, 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4,

Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro~ 
politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced, 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey.

(i) l-family detached = a one=family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other 
buildings;

y of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count, 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error, A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error, 


Metropolitan areas 

Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com= 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro- 
politan areas. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(4) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.9., not joined to other 
buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one

For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliability of th timates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count, 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of ‘enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error, 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban Centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated com- 
pletely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration, 


Beginning with January, 1952, the 100% coverage by the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation was extended to those urban centres which had reached 
populations of 5,000 or more according to the 1951 Census. In addition, the bound- 
aries of the metropolitan areas have been altered to agree with 1951 Census metro= 


) politan areas. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1, These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or 4 structure when completed may contain more or 
fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four 
sides, i.e., not joined to other

(41) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains 
only two dwelling units, either one

For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units ina 
structure will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50.00 or more per year. 


Reliabilit th timat 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been 
obtained from a complete count, 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration, However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error, A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of new residential construction, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. As mentioned in the Introduction, the boun- 
daries of these metropolitan areas have been altered to coincide with those set up 
for the 1951 Census. Data for the individual components of these areas are given 
in Table 4, 
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Completions of dwelling units in Canada during 1954 numbered an 
estimated 106,338 units, of which 101,965 were new dwellings, the remainder having 


been added by conversion of existing structures during the year.
